The proposed amendment to 
this act will make it unlawful to cap­ 
ture snapping turtles in Pennsylvania 
from the tirst day of June 
until the 
fourteenth day of July of each 
year. I 
Under the proposal act it will lie law- 
ful to catch bullfrogs 
from

day of July until the 81st day of CX'to 
ber 
The most drastic change in the 
pro)iosed act is the provision making , 
it unlawful to us** any torch or other ' 
light at night to catch frugs.

A Scrap of F a p sr Tr#a»ur#d by tho 
G reat D u ka’s H airs. 
A scrap of paper that carries one 
back to the very atmosphere of a 
Brent decisive battle in the world's 
history is among the historical treas­ 


ure* of Blenheim House. 
On the pa­ 
per are a dozen lines scribbled in pen­ 
cil 
They were written by the Duke 
of Marlborough at the close of tho 
fierce struggle at Blenheim. 
Hie tumult of battle was rolling 
westward, where French and Bava­ 
rian* were in disorderly retreat, w ith ' 
Mi»r!l**»rough‘s cavalry riding fiercely 
iu their rear. 
The slopes of the hill i 
and the marshy plain were strew n 
with liU.OOO killed and wounded. 
But Marlborough, with the excite- j 
uieut of the great fight yet strong 
within him, pulled up his horse on one 
of the little rustic bridges across the 
RcUw aubuch and scribbled these doz­ 
en lilies to his wife In London to tell 
her of the great event. 
Apparently the duke borrowed the 
scrap of paper from some member of 
iii* staff, for on the ba* k of it are the 
fad**! items of a tavern bill. 
no used 
the parapet of the bridge for a writing 
desk. He had been seventeen hours in 
tile saddle, most of that time riding in 
the very heart of one of the greatest 
battles in all history, yet the letters 
ire arm in shape, a curious testimony 
to that serenely unshakable tem p e rt­ 
inent that was Marlborough# most 
striking 
characteristic.

It Is c h a :* 
ed, accomplished their purpose by ne 
gotlating a loan of $1,250,000 to rfegal 
through 
Kissel and Darned. 
Regal 
gave his note for one year and $500, 
OOO in bonds of the Pennsylvania Bu 
gar Refining company as collateral 
De also entered Into an agreement to 
transfer lo Kissel written authority to 
vote the 20,000 shares of his sugar 
company's stock. 
The lenders were 
also secured by a mortgage against 
the property of the Pennsylvania com 
poajr. 
Sega! made the arrangements 
whereby lour of the then direetors of 
the Pennsylvania company were re­ 
placed b* four chosen by the lenders. 
According to the brief filed with the 
supreme eourt, Segal also agreed “that

THE FOG BUOY. 


A Safeguard to Flatts of W arshipa In 
Thick Waathar. 
Probably the greatest menace to th# 
safety of navigation at sea la the fog. 
Modern steamships are seldom endan- 
g*%ed by the moat severe weather, but 
when the Impenetrable envelope of 
mist Inclose* u ship abe la eipoaed to 
the moat terrible of perils, a collision 
at aes. 
A Mingle ship may be camper- 
lithely auf** even In a fog. but where 
there is a fleet of teasels the danger 
la greatly multiplied. There la always 
considerable danger, too. on account of 
the fact that many of the ship llnea 
have what could be termed a beaten 
path across the wean. and they al­ 
ways follow this route when possible. 
In addition to the customary fog 
horns and sirens, a fleet of warship* 
often keep Informed of their relative 
imsltlons by the tiring of signal guns 
at Intervals only a few minutes apart. 
Another method used la the fog buoy. 
Ea*h vessel iii t h e fleet, especially lf It 
Is a warship fb*et. curries a fog buoy. ! 
a large cask painted a vivid rad. This j 
Is cast overboard at the first sign of a 
fog. and It floats from the stern of th* 
vessel, attached to a rope of grasa i 
fll*er, which does not sink beneath the 
surface of the water. 
By this mean* 
the exact location of the individual 
sbljis of th** fleet is m aintain^, even J 
though proceeding ut a moderate rate 
of speed.*-Wichita Eagle. 


STORING CELERY FOR WINTER. 
For readers who have raised celery 
this year for the tird time u sugges­ 
tion may be helpful along the Hue of 
storing it for winter use 
lf the va­ 
riety Is an early maturing sort, like 
the Golden Seif Blanching, all that is 
needed to be done is to take the plants 
up with plenty of root aud pack them 
snugly in a box of sufficient six** to ac­ 
commodate the amount to tie stored. 
Unless the earth Is quite moist there 
should be a layer of It at the bottom 
of the box it is well to give It a thor­ 
ough sprinkling before the roots are 
set in. Iii the case of later and Inrger 
varieties which have not bleached at 
all at the time the plants are taken up 
the tiox in which they are stored 
should I m* 
s o arranged that the roots 
of th** plants can be watered at Inter 
vats without wetting the tops. This Is 
best done by boring boles here and 
there In the bottom of th** box and 
placing It in a tray of larger size In 
w'hlcli water can be poured or. lf the 
flour of th** storeroom Is earth, In a de­ 
pression Into which water can he 
poured. In either case sufficient mois­ 
ture will be absorbed by capillary at­ 
traction through the holes iii the bot­ 
tom of the box to supply the plants. 
Pouring water on to the plants from 
above, as Is usually done wheu they 
are growing in the open ground, tends 
to rot the tops. We have tried wrap­ 
ping each stalk of celery well to the 
roofs with pieces of newspaper before 
putting away, but do not think it gives 
any better results than the use of 
clean straw or earth.
